PROVOST’S. TALK AT 

ST. BARTHOLOMEWS.

ve an , address before the St. 
, Bartholomew’s Men’s Society, in the 
Vicarage Library, Clyde road, Dublin, last 
| night, on the subject of Trinity College. 
eginning with the foundation of Trinity 
College and its surroundings at that time, the 
Provost said that the charter was granted by 
Queen Elizabeth. The Queen gave them their 
charter, but that was about all that she did 
ive them. She was a very frugal body, and 
if money was to be subscribed she would 
generally indicate to her subjects that it 
should be subscribed, but very seldom headed 
the subscription list. 

It was nota. State matter only, however. 
The citizens generally wanted university 
teaching for their sons, and put it.to the 
Queen on the ground that if their sons did 
not get..training in Dublin they would go 
abroad, and be subject to Popish influences; 
and that argument told. A certain amount of 
money was raised—not very much—and that 
gave the citizens of Dublin a hold from the 

rst, PE age them some local backing, and 
showed that the college had some local 
character and will of its own. 


OPEN TO ALL SECTS. 


The character of the College was from the 
first comprehensive, and it was the policy of 
the College, so far as possible, to bring in 
everybody that wanted to come. He ad- 
mitted that it was not altogether easy for a 
conscientious Roman Catholic at that time to 
take his degree there, but so far as the Col- 
lege was concerned it received all comers, 
both in race and in religion. 

That was one point on which there was a 
difference of opinion between the College 
itself and the English Government, which 
interfered from time to time because the 
tendency of the College was to be compre- 
hensive and conciliatory, so far as it could, 
while maintaining the character it had of 
being the ome. n of the Reformed Church. 
The English politicians of the time did not 
see the thing in the same way; and, particu- 
larly, Archbishop Laud, who was himself made 
Chancellor some time after, was extremely 
exclusive in his policy, and ran counter to 
the tendency of the College. 

There were other divisions, too, in respect 
to Church policy. The College had a strong 
Puritan character, and in the seventeenth 
century it was mainly a School of Divinity. 
Education at that time was altogether in the 
hands of the clergy, but at. the same time 
it was a liberal clergy. He did not think the 
College ever had the character of narrowness 
or bigotry. 


GREAT ALUMNI. 


In the ‘first years of its existence the 
College produced ‘very great men, continued 
the Provost, who mentioned Primate Ussher. 
When Ussher was buried, he said, he had his 
tomb in Westminster Abbey by the order 
of Cromwell, and Cromwell was not in the 
habit of paying compliments to divines of 
the Established Chirch. Cromwell also 
ordered that the Church of England Service 
should be read over his grave. He mentioned 
that to show what the people thought of 
Ussher, and that hé was ons of the first 
great men that Trinity College produced, and 
who gave it a great liberalism in its best 
sense: not im @ political sense, but in the 
sense of breadth of mind and breadth of 
view, which, he hoped, was never lost. 

During the seventeenth century they had 
men not of Ussher’s equal, but of the same 
turn of mind and broadness of view. Provost 
Marsh; whe founded Marsh’s Library, was 
another EA man. 

One of the things which distinguished these 
men was their attitud: towards, and the 
way in’ which they wanted to approach, the 
native Irish;) who were, of course, Roman 
Catholics. They wanted to bring them over 
to their faith and way of thinking, and the 
way sotight by men like Ussher was the wa 
of consideration and the ‘way of appro 
through their own language. 

They made a study of the Irish language, 
and encouraged and promoted ‘the translation 
of the Scriptures’ in the Irish tongue. ‘here 
again they fell out with Lord, because Lord 
disapproved this way of encouraging the native 
Irish, and wished to show no such conciliatory 
attitude, nor did he approve the teaching of 
Irish which was taught in ‘Trinity College, 
where Services were held in Irish, and the 
Irish translation was réad aloud at commons, 
and so forth. 


A CATHOLIC PROVOST. 


The Provost passed on to the troubles 
through which the College passed during the 
Commonwealth, and spoke of Provost Moore, 
the first Roman Catholic Provost in its 
history. Moore, he said, was fair, and was a 
protector of tlhe College at a time when it 
wanted protection. 

From the time of the period of revolution 
under .William, he proceeded, there was a 
reat change in the chara.ter of the College. 

eople were sick and tire. of religious con- 
troversy,and, abov all ti. aga, wanted peace 
and stability. From 1700, or a little earlier, 
they began to find a different type of mind. 
They -had the rise of physical science, and a 
very little later they found the same move- 
ment enn to Dublin. ‘The leaders in 
Dublin were Trinity men, and out of that 
movement -the Koyal Dublin Society was 
formed; it was founded entirely, he might 
say, by Trinity men. 

Berkeley, the great philosopher, was among 
those mentioned by the Provost in this move- 
ment towards scientific progress, on its 
material side as well as its intellectual; and 
Swift was spoken of as one of their greatest 
men. Swift thought that all that Ireland 
wanted was. protection from England, and 
Berkeley also wrote on the same theme, but 
went farther. Berkeley wanted to put a wall 
of brass round Ireland, so that the country 
would: be dependent entirely on itself. 

“In fact,” said the Provost, ' if he were 
alive to-day he would be a strong supporter 
of de Valera.” (Laughter.) 

The eighteenth century was what was 
commonly known as the period of ascendancy. 
A good of harm had been spoken about 
ascendancy, which meant the ascendancy of 
Protestant over Roman Catholic, and he was 
not there to defend it politically, religiously 
or socially;-but there was no harm to re- 
member that it had its good side; that it 
was under ascendancy that Ireland had first 
a stable Government, under which people 
could count on reaping what they had sown, 
and under which there was the foundation for 
an era of material prosperity to strike its 
roots and develop, and that era of material 
prosperity was naturally reflected in the 


College. 


COLLEGE EXPANSION, 

They developed; their numbers grew, and 
they struck out on fresh lines. They founded 
a. Medical solo and developed their Law 
School, the Study of science and, somewhat 
later, modern languages. . There was a great 
enlargement of the outlook of the College. 

It was one of the great sons of the College, 
Edmund Burke, who strongly took the side 
of the emancipation of. the an Catholics 
in Ireland, roa th the end they succeeded in 
completely getting rid of the invidious dis- 
tinction taf the disadvantage attached to 
Roman Catholics studying as compared with 
members. of the Church .of Ireland. He 
thought he was justified in claiming that al! 
along the liberal movement came from 
within the College, and was not imposed 
upon it. 
Concluding,. the Provost said that he 
thought that the College still tried to hold 
true to the traditions that had governed it 
from the first. It was still their object to 
have it as a place in which the young men 
of Ireland, of all denominations. and of all 
religion. or classes, whatevér province they 
came from or ‘whatever accent they im- 
ported, should find equal standing and fair 
play. and the chance of mixing with one 
another. They th oe sought to convert 
them to Any particular type of religious 
belief. They wished them to mix ly 
with, know one another, and respect one 
‘another. © |

shortly before six o'clock last might. 
There were twenty-five patients and three 
babies in the hospital, and all of them had 
to be carried down the stairway by firemen, 
Civic Guards, members of the nursing staff 
and civilians to places of safety around the 
district. : 

None of the patients was injured, but 
Civic Guard Andrew Quinn (157E) was 
struck by a falling beam on the stairs when 
the ceiling collapsed, and was removed to 
hospital suffering from a broken leg. 

It is believed that the fire was caused by 
the fusing of an electric wire near the ceiling 
on the top floor. . i 

Everyone present worked heroically in 
bringing the patients to safety, and Sir 
William Taylor, M.D. ; Dr. Bethel Solomons, 
Master of the Rotunda Hospital; Dr. 
Leonard Abrahamson, and Dr. 8. Pringle 
helped to make arrangements for con- 
veying the patients to nursing homes 
and private houses in different parts of 
the city. One of the patients, the wife of 
Dr. L. Abrahamson, who had given birth to 
twins in the hospital two weeks ago, was 
trapped for some time on the top floor, and 
she and the babies could not be removed 
until the fire was extinguished. 


BURST OF FLAMES. 


The Matron of the Nursing Home said to 
an Irish, Times reporter last night that at 
about 5.30 p.m. they heard a little noise and 
then saw smoke coming from the roof. 
Nhorlv afterwards there was a burst of 
flames; the Fire Brigade was summoned 
and the work of removing the patients to 
safety was started. It was diffieult to esti- 
mate the damage, she said, but the walls, 
doors, ceiling, stairs and furniture had 
suffered from fire and water. It is ex- 
pected that it will be a month before the 
nursing home is ready for re-occupation. 

A visitor fo one of the patients said that 
he was sitting in one of the rooms when a 
sister came in and said “ There is a peculiar 
smell here.” ‘The. sister went away, but 
quickly reurned saying ‘There. must be 
something happening somewhere. There is 
tire somewhere.’ The patient. followed her 
out ‘of the room, but had not gone far when 
looking. up she saw a faint gleam of fire in 
the roof at the top of the landing. The 
aJarm had already. been given. Having seen 
his wife into a neighbouring shop, the visitor 
returned to the hospital to the aid of other 
patients. . 


A SERIOUS fire broke out at the Porto- 


to a reporter of the Zrish Times by Dr. 
Leonard Abrahamsonm,: He said:-— 

“When I arrived on the scene I imme- 
diately tried to get in touch with. my wife 
and children, but I was informed by one of 
the firemen that they were on the landing 
where the fire had broken out, and that | 
could not see them. I was told that they 
were safe, and that as soon as the fire was 
got under control I could see them. 

“ Meanwhile my wife and babies were 
trapped in their room, as the stairway was 
impassable and the lift was temporarily out 
of order. All the other patients had been 
removed, 

“The firemen worked strenuously, and 
concentrated in subduing the flames. — As 
soon as this was done one of the firemen 
informed me that I could go and ‘see my 
wife. She was in the room with a nurse, 
who, although she could have gone to safety, 
would not leave. My wife would not allow 
the babies to be removed from their cot, as 
she was afraid of their catching cold. The 
twins were eventually carried down the stairs 
in their cot, They were very lucky; for 
shortly after they had been removed part ot 
the ceiling collapsed with a tremendous crash. 
My wife and children are now, safely at home. 
Firemen, Civic Guards, and evervone near the 
place worked very hard to get the patients 
out and subdue the flames,”’ 


NO PANIC, 

Captain Connolly, Chief of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade, said to an /rish Times reporter : 
‘The Brigade arrived on the scene in less 
than ten minutes after the fire was discovered. 
and immediately set to work, along with Civic 
Guards, civilians, and the nursing staff, to 
remove the patients and babies from the 
burning building. 

‘* It was not found necessary to use the fire 
escape, although the fire was im a very difh- 
cult place—on the ceiling of the top landing- 
The patients were carried down the stairway, 
aud most of them remained coo! and collected 
while they were being carried to places of 
safety in the neighbourhood. Most of the 
patients were removed to private houses. 

“ We worked at the fire for about an hour 
and a half, and altogether about 140 ‘square 
feet of the ceiling on the ton landing was 
badly burned. Everything went very well 
until the fire. was finally extinguished, and 
then an unfortunate accident occurred. ‘The 
veiling crashed, and a Civie Guard, who had 
worked heroically at removing the patients, 
was hit by flying plaster and other material, 
aud received a broken leg.

WATERFURD, Tuesday. 

ONSPICUOUS .acts of bravery were 
& rewarded at a meeting of the Water- 

ford Harbour Commussioners to-day, 
when. Mr. Thomas Drohan, a. clerk of the 
Waterferd. Harkour Board. staff, and a well- 
known local Gaelic writer, and Mr. Michael 
O'Meara, Master of the Waterford Beagles, 
were presented with vellum certificates for 
ceseues from drowning on behalf of the 
Royal Humane Society. When the rescues 
were effected Mr. Drohan was suffering from 
the effects of rheumatic fever, while Mr. 
O'Meara had just been Jischarged from a 
Dublin hospital. 

In presenting the certificates Councillor 
Cassin, Chairman of. the Board, who is 
also Mayor of Waterford, said that the re- 
cipients not only had brought honour to 
themselves, but had reflected glory on their 
native city. 

Reciting the stories of the rescues, the 
Mayor said that Mr. Drohan, when _ passing 
over John’s Hill on the 2nd June last, saw 
two boys in the water. One of them was 
floating partly submerged, with his face 
win Se in the middle of the river. Hewas 
apparently, incapable of making any efiort to 
save himself, and the spot where he was 
floating was about ten to fifteen feet deep. 
The other boy was struggling to reach some 
near-by steps, though unable to swim. No 
adults were present. 

Mr. Drohan plunged in from the steps, 
grabbed the nearer boy, and, having de- 
posited him on the steps, went. after the 
other. boy, who was in imminent danger. 
He grabbed him, and, turning on his back, 
swam to the steps. On coming out of the 
water he attended the two hoy s, 

Mr. O'Meara had been discharged from a 
Dublin hospital at 5 o'clock on the 6th July 
last. He was taking a stroll along the Royal 
Canal bank at 7 o clock when, nearing one 
ol the canal locks, he heard cries from a 
crowd of about thirty people who were sitting 
on the wall in the vicinity. They were 
shouting that a boy was drowning and call- 
mg fór someone to rescue him, 

Mr. O'Meara ran across the lock gate to 
the other bank: The» boy was sinking when 
he plunged in, picked him up, and took him 
to the bank,

Che Civil Service. 


My recent references to the pay of 
writing elerks in the Civil Service have, 
I understand, aroused a considerable 
amount @< interest in official circles, and 
the matter of improving their position 
by providing openings for promotion. to 
the clerical Siete is now under considera- 
tion by the Department of Finance. It 
is not at all unlikely that a small number 
of vacancies in the clerical grade will in 
future be reserved for writing clerks, and 
that a confined examination to determine 
fitness for promotion to these posts will 
be held. 

I am reminded by a correspondent that 
since 1924 about 800 temporary clerks 
have secured permanent positions in the 
Free State Civil Service. In 1925 a limited 
competition was held for temporary clerks, 
and as a result over 600 were appointed 
clerical officers. A further competition 
was held two years later, when about 150 
secured’ clerical grade appointments. In 
1929 a fourth examination was held for 
temporary clerks in response to repre- 
sentations then made to the Minister for 
Finance, when all competitors who quali- 
fied—about 200—were given permanent 
posts in the Civil Service. Since 1929 
a slow process of disbandment has been 
going on, with the result that most of 
the temporary clerks who did not qualify 
in the examinations open to them have 


now been dismissed, 


A friend who relies for his daily trans- 
port on a suburban "bus service tells me 
that his efforts to read his paper on his 
morning journey are eartiin ha, “in ram 
by the jolting of a vehicle which is other- 
wise comfortable and efficient.

IS Royal Highness Edward Albert 
1} Christian George Andrew Patrick 
David, heir-apparent to the Throne 
of England, was born at the White Lodge, 
Richmond, on June 23rd, 1894, and was chris- 
tened after his immediate ancestors and the 
yatron saints of the British Isles. His father, 
His Majesty George V., having married 
Princess Victoria Mary of Teck in July of the 
previous year. 

On the death of his grandfather, King 
Edward VIl., in May, 1910, and the conse- 
quent accession of his father to the Throne, 
he became Prince of Wales, Earl of Chester, 
Duke of Rothesay, Earl of Carrick, Baron of 
Renfrew, Lord of the Isles, and Prince and 
Great Steward of Scotland, thus assuming the 
hereditary titles of the eldest son of the Eng- 
lish Sovereign. He was invested at Carnarvon 
Castle in the following year. 

His early days in the nursery were faith- 
fully chronicled by the newspapers, and he 
speedily enceared himself to the world, His 
strong affection for his sister, the Princess 
Royal, Countess of Harewood, and his friend] 
combats with his younger brother, H.R.H. 
the Duke of York, received wide publicity 
and gave a human background to the life of 
the young Prince when the time came for 
him to take his place in the public affairs of 
the State. 


IN RESIDENCE AT OXFORD. 


Receiving his first public education as a 
naval cadet at Osborne, the Royal Naval 
College, His Royal Highness had on the 
death of his grandfather to relinquish his 
keen desire to go to sea, and he continued his 
education at Magdalen College, Oxford, for 
two years, until 1914. The President of 
Magdalen during the period the Prince was 
in residence, Sir Herbert Warren, said of 
the Prince of Wales: “He is not a 
genius. Like his grandfather. he is intelligent 
and high-spirited. He holds down, but at 
the same time expresses, his personality. He 
is more of a gentleman than a genius—and 
when I say ‘ gentleman ’ ! mean all that the 
dictior ry allows the word.’’ 

Within a short time of his leaving Oxford 
came the outbreak of the Great War, and the 
Prince of Wales, then a youth of twenty, was 
commissioned as a Second-Lieutenant in the 
Grenadier Guards. When the regiment was 
drafted overseas the royal officer was left 
behind, by an “t of the late Lord Kitchéner, 
and from that time every military office in 
Whitehall was visited by an irate young man, 
who demanded that he should be sent over- 
seas to take his with the others of his 
fegiment. Finally the Prince succeeded in 
his ambition, and there were many stories of 
his daring visits to front line trenches. 

It was after 1918, when the world was 
settling down to healing its wounds, that His 
Royal Highness assumed his réle as 
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“ Ambassador to the Empire,” and started 
on his long tours to the overseas Dominions. 
On his visit to Canada, which has always been 
a country of great interest to him by reason 
of the open-air life he acquired a ranch near 
Calgary, Alberta, and uses the letters 
““E.P.,” the initials of his signature, Edward 
Prince; as the cattle-brand for his herds. In 
1920 he was introduced to the Privy Council 
of England, and seven years later was 
appointed to the Privy Covnil of Canada. — 
His motto, “Ich Dien’’—‘‘I serve '—is 
emblematical of his service to the Empire, for 
on many occasions he has visited foreign 
countries to assist in the promotion of 
Britain’s export trade. This has given effect 
to the slogan among industrialists of ‘ Trade 
follows the Prince.” During the visit of His 
Royal Highness to South Africa in 1928 his 
father wa; taken seriously ill, and this neces- 
sitated the speedy recall of the heir-apparent 
from his travels to act as a member of the 
Regeney Council, formed to act on behalf of 


His Majesty. 
AMBASSADOR OF TRADE. 


In 1930 the tour was resumed and com- 
pleted, and on March 14th of last year the 
Prince of Wales, accompanied by one of his 
younger brothers, Prince George, opened the 
British Industries Exhibition at Buenos Aires. 
During the course of that tour he also paid 
visits to Bermuda, Havana and Jamaica. His 
most recent, .md it is believed most success- 
ful, overseas trade development visit was to 
Denmark to open the British Exhibition at 
Copenhagen this year, and his trip to 
Northern Ireland to open the Parliament 
Buildings at Stormont will probably be the 
last of his official journeyings out of England 
for 1932. 

Holding many honorary ranks in the y 
ments England and the Dominions, Hts 
Royal Highness takes a keen interest in the 
British Legion, Toc H., and similar institu- 
tions for the benefit of ex-Service men, and 
the promoting of a spirit of brotherhood 
amongst men of all ages. His love for the 
sea was honoured to the full in 1928, when 
the title, Master of the Merchant Navy and 
Fishing Fleets, was conferred upon him. 

As a 8 sman, the Prince’s favourite 
game is golf, and when his many official en- 
gagements perm:t he frequently plays on the 
curse at Sunningdale, near his country home, 
Fort Belvedere, Virginia Water, or flies 
across to Le Touquet. The Prince of Wales 
displays a keen interest in flying, and travels 
by air to a number of his appointments, He 
holds the rank of Air Marshal in the Royal 
Air Force. ,

QUEEN VICTORIA 
IMPRESSIONS. 


Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort 
arrived in Belfast on August 11th, 1849, to 
inaugurate the new channel leading into the 
harbour, which is now called the Vic- 
toria Channel. The completion of this work 
opened up a new era for Belfast shipping, and 
enabled the shipyards to produce Atlantic 
liners like the dipunia, of 45,000 tons. 

The Queen on that occasion came to Belfast 
from Dublin on bogrd the Royal Yacht Vic- 
toria and Albert. -In her diary the young 
Queen recorded her impressions and ex- 
periences. 

“We lay close along the wharf,”’ she 
wrote, ' where a very fine landing stage was 
arranged, and where thousands were as- 
sembled. Lord Londonderry came on board, 
and numerous deputations with addresses, in- 
cluding the Mayor ar I knighted), the 
Protestant Bishop of Down and clergy, the 
Catholic Bishop Denvir (an excellent and 
modest man), the Sheriff and members of the 
county, with Lord Donegall (to whom the 
greater part of Belfast belongs), Dr. Henry 
from the new College (Queen's), and the 
Presbyterians (of whom there are a great 
many here).” 

Her Majesty described in detail the day’s 
pr ramme. riting of a visit to the Linen 
, to see an exhibition of flax and linen 
manufactures, she described the processes as 
““ very interesting to see,’’ and made the com- 
ment, that it was wonderful to what a state 
of perfection the industry had been brought. 
In conclusion, Her Majesty said—‘‘ Belfast is 
a fine town, with some good buildings—for 
instance, the Bank and Exchange—and is 
considered the Liverpool and Manchester of 
lreland.”’ 
Her Majesty added—‘'I have forgotten to

KING EDWARD'S VISIT. 


King Edward and Queen Alexandra visited 
Ireland at a period of great prosperity and 
general tranquility in 1903. They received a 
great welcome everywhere, but the Dublin

was made in respect of July 28th, when 
the Royal visitors were in Belfast, and also 
when they arrived in Co. Derry.

_ The King and Queen arrived at Kingstown 
in the Royal Yacht, escorted by battleships, 
cruisers and destroyers, or torpedo-catchers 
as they were then called. They were received 
by the Lord Lieutenant (the Earl of Dudley), 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Forces in 
Ireland (the Duke of Connaught) and a dis- 
tinguished gathering. There was an imposing 
military display, the Third Army Corps bein 

stationed in Ireland at the time, and include 

a military review in the Phoenix Park, which 
included cavalry, artillery, infantry and other 
branches of the Army. 

Several levees were held by the King, 
and Their Majesties jointly held Courts 
during their stay in Dublin Castle. Their 
Majesties reaied at the Viceregal Lodge, 
Phoemix Park, and attended the Phenix Park 
races, visited Trinity College and Maynooth, 
received hundreds of addresses of welcome, 
and gave several dinner parties. The King, 
attended by the late Lord Roberts and the 
late Lord Wolseley, inspected the Royal Irish

naught. This Royal visit to Ireland ter- 
minated at Cork on August 1. 

King Edward, when Prince of Wales, 
accompanied by the Princess of Wales, 
visited Belfast for three days in 1885. Every- 
where they went they were recipients of 
remarkable demonstrations of popular en- 
thusiasm. They received a number of 
addresses of welcome, inspected several of 
the business and educational establishments 
in the city, and attended a ball in the Ulster 
Hall given by the then Mayor, Sir Edward 
Harland, Bart., one of the founders of the 
shipbuilding firm of Harland and Wolff, and 
the Lady Mayoress. 


THE DUKE OF CLARENCE, 


With the Royal guests was Prince Albert 
Victor, who, as the Duke of Clarence, spent 
two days in Belfast in 1889. On the first 
day of his visit he formally opened the Alex- 
andra Graving Doek, the first sod of which 
was cut by his mother in 1885, and was sub- 
sequently entertained to luncheon by the 
Harbour Commissioners. He also laid the 
foundation stone of the present Albert Bridge. 

Eight years later—in 1897, the year of the 
Diamond Jubilee—the Duke and Duchess of 
York (now King George and Queen Mary) 
came to Ulster, visiting Derry, Newtownards 
and Castlewellan, They made their state 
entry into Belfast on September 8. The York 
Dock—one of the largest of the Belfast docks 
—was opened by the Duke and formally 
named by the Duchess. 

During the day the Duke assured the Lord 
Mayor (Right Hon. W. J. Pirrie, subsequently 
Viscount Pirrie) that the “re lon given to 


wr by the Diamond Jubilee in Lon- 
on ”3 


From that date until 1903 the only other 
Royal visitor was the Duke of Connaught, 
whose visits were always of a semi-private 
character. 

In 1920, while visiting Lord and Lady 
Londonderry, Prineess Helena Victoria, a 
cousin of King George, accepted the invita- 
tion of the Lord Mayor of Belfast (the late 
Sir William Coates, Bart.) to attend the 
luncheon in the City Hall, at which the 
Freedom of the City was conferred upon 
Hart, Marchioness of Dufferin and Ava, 
Lord Londonderry, and the late Field- 
Marshal Sir Henry Wilson. 

In July, 1924, the present Duke and 
Duchess of York visited Belfast, and on the 
22nd of the month the Duke laid the foun- 
dation stone of the mew Belfast Art Gallery 
and Museum, and unveiled the War Memo- 
rial at Queen’s University. 


VISIT OF KING GEORGE. 


Their Majesties King George and Queen 
Mary visited Belfast in June, 1921, and on 
that occasion the visit had special signifi- 
cance... Their Majesties came to o the 
first Parliament of Northern Ireland estab- 
lished under the Government of Ireland Act 
passed by the Imperial Parliament the pre- 
vious year. They arrived in the Royal 
yacht, which was accompanied by a “ King’s 
escort’ of battleships. Seldiers, police, 
and special constabulary lined the streets, 
and behind them in a solid mass stood 
hundreds of thousands of people, and there 
was ome roar of .cheers from the 
quay. to the City Hall: There was 
all the pomp and pageantry of a State 
entry. Cavalry formed the Royal escort. High 
dignitaries of State, naval and military 
officers and prominent members of the civic 
community in ceremonial dress, all took part 
1B a Memorable procession. i 

The King, in opening the Northern Parlia- 
ment in the City Hall, said that few things 
were more earnestly desired throughout. the 
English-speaking world than a satisfactory 
solution of the age-long Irish problem. After 
luncheon, as the guest of the Frime Minister, 
Their Majesties went to the Ulster Hall, 
where loyal addresses were presented, A 
number of honours were conferred, including 
several knighthoods. Later in the afternoon 
Their Majesties embarked for England from 
the Donegall quay. 


PRINCESS MARY. 


The Princess Royal—Princess Mary, as 
she then was—accompanied by Lord Lascelles, 
now Lord Harewood, visited Belfast in 
October, 1928, for a short stay, after visiting 
the South of Ireland. They were the guests

train on July 25, and arrived at New- 
townards on the same day, receiving 
a tremendous welcome at al the 
stations through which the assed, par- 
ticularly from Bessbrook north.

Richard Il. arrived in 1394, having landed 
in Waterford. He marched with 30, men 
to Dublin. He held a Parliament, and, hav- 
ing knighted some Irish princes, departed, 
to return some years later with a more peace- 
ful train. The city welcomed him. 

About a generation had passed when Henry 
V. landed at Clontarf, and marching into 
Dublin, held Parliament there. His was the 
last Royal visit of aggression. 

After more than four centuries there came 
King George IV., and Dublin opened its 
arms to him. He was the first monarch to 
come without sword in hand. He sojourned 
_ here nearly a month, the longest period of a 
Royal visit we have had. King George made 
a public entry into Dublin, and the city was 
illuminated for two nights. He departed via 
Danleary, and in his honour the name of the 
little port was changed to Kingstown, some 
six years before the great harbour was built. 


QUEEN VICTORIA’S VISITS. 


Victoria visited Ireland four times. 
Her first arrival was in 1849, and as Prince 
of Wales, Edward VII. accompanied her and 
made his first visit to this country. The 
Queen’s stay was from August 5th to August 
10th, and so pleased was Her Majesty with 
her reception that when she was leaving 
Kingstown in the Royal yacht Victoria and 
Albert, the Royal standard was lowered and 
raised again in token of her appreciation— 
an honour, 2 said, never ny ME son d, 
except on a Royal e. Queen Victoria 
san ralaieed to Dublin. Tt was the year of 
the great Dargan Exhibition, 1853. rgan, 
the famous railway engineer and contractor, 
bore nearly the whole cost of the exhibition, 
Her Majesty came over and opened the 
exhibition, and again Edward VII., then 
Prince of Wales, accompanied her and made 
his second visit to Ireland. In 1861 the 
Prince returned to fulfil his duties as a 
military officer at the Curragh. 

On August 22nd, Her Majesty the Queen 
and the Prince Consort arrived in Dublin 
and, visiting the Prince at his military 
quarters, a great review was held on the 
plains of Kildare. A warm reception was 
accorded the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
who visited Dublin in 1868. This ovation was 
doubly emphasised on Their Royal Highnesses’ 
appearance at Punchestown Races. On the 
oceasion of this visit the Prince was installed 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral as Knight of the 
Order of St. Patrick in the presence of the 
Princess. It was one of the most brilliant 
ceremonies ever held in Ireland. 

The Duke of Cambridge was in Dublin in 
1883, and two years later the Prince and 
Princess of Wales were again here to lay the 
foundation stone of the blin Science and 
Art Museum. The Channel Fleet anchored 
off Kingstown, and thousands of British 
‘jack tars” visited Dublin, where their 
Royal Highnesses had been enthusiastically 
weicomed. 

Prince George, now his present Majesty, 
visited Dublin in 1887, when his elder brother, 
the late Duke of Clarence, opened Victoria 
Park, Killiney Hill, to the public. Honorar 
degrees were conferred on bot 
Princes by Dublin University in 
Trinity College. A great reception was 
accorded the oo when he returned to 
Dublin in 1897, Queen Victoria's Diamond 
Jubilee Year. He was then Duke of York, 
and came accompanied by the Duchess of 
York (now Queen ew by They made an 
extended tour of Ireland. 

Long years passed before Queen Victoria 
returned to freland in the 63rd year of her 
reign. In January, 1900, His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Connaught, her son, had 
been sworn in as Commander of the Forces 
in Ireland, and in the following April Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria made a State entry 
into Dublin, and was welcomed at the City 
boundary by the Lord Mayor. She left on 
April 26th, 1900. 
January 24th, 1901, Edward VII. was pro- 
claimed King in Dublin. 


VISITS OF KING EDWARD. 

On July 19th, 1903, the Home Fleet 
steamed into Dublin Bay as harbinger of the 
arrival on the morrow of the King and 
Queen, who, landing at Kingstown, drove to 
Dublin amid the great enthusiasm of a large 
concourse of citizens, and the city was 
illuminated at night. The following day 
Her Majesty, in St. Patrick’s Hall,) Dublin 
Castle, presented badges to Jubilee nurses. 
Afterwards the King and Queen visited 
Trinity College. On July 23rd a military 

was held in Phenix Park, 
Royal Court was held at the 
Castle. Having visited North and South 
Their Majesties re-embarked on the Royal 
Yacht at Queenstown and, leaving Ireland, 
the King issued a gracious message: ‘‘ To 
my Irish People.” 

The following year they returned in order 
to lay the foundation stone of the College of 
Science in Upper Merrion street. Visits were 
paid to Kilkenny, Waterford and Lismore. 
On January 94, i . a State ball was given 
in Dublin Castle in honour of H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales, wlio had visited Cong as 
the guest of the late Lord Ardilaun. The 
Prince marked his appreciation of his recep- 
tion in Ireland presenting four oil paint- 
ings to the Gallery of Modern Art for a 
memento of his first visit as Prince of Wales 
to Dublin. : 

The Great International Exhibition held 
at Ballsbridge in 1907 was the occasion of 
yet another Royal visit. Their ra gyre 
the King and Queen, . accompani by 
Princess Victoria, arrived &t Kingstown on 
July 10th, and drove to the hibition, 
where they inspected all the sections. They 
went next day to the Leopardstown Race 
Meeting, and everywhere were cordially re 
ceived by large throngs of the citizens. This 
was the last of King Edward’s many visits 
to Ireland. On May 9th, 1910, King 
George V. was proclaimed in Dublin. 


KING GEORGE AND QUEEN 
| MARY. 


His Majesty was scarcely more than a year 
on the rosa when he came once more to 
Ireland. He was accompanied by the Queen, 
the Prince of Wales and Princess Mary. The 
Royal Party drove to Dublin amid scenes of 
enthusiasm. There were huge crowds. It 
was magnificent weather in the month of 
July, 1911. They arrived on the 7th, and 
that day 23 huge ships of war were lying in 
Dublin Bay. At night e vessels were 
splendidly Hituninated , and glamour of 
fantastic water reflections combined with the 
myriad vari lamps and flares that 
gleamed into the sky over Bhblin.

THE UNCHARITABLENESS OF 


PROTESTANTISM. 
LETTER FROM CANON HARVEY, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Surely the Spirit of Irony was abroad, 
and in mischievous mood, when the V 
Rey. Dr. McQuaid, President of Black 
College, chose Booterstown Roman Catholic 
Chureh for his pong ncement last Sunday, 
attributing the decay of charity to the spirit 
of Protestantism. His words, as repo in 
yesterday 's J/rish Times, were :—'' Protes-, 
tantism had rent the body of Christ—the 
Church. Its spirit had made every man fight 
for his own selfish existence, and, therefore, 
grasp all the wealth within his reach, Pro- 
testant capitalism had had no use for the 
charity of Christ.” I leave it to historians 
and economists to decide if there be such a 
thing as Protestant capitalism, as distinct 
from Roman Catholic, and pass on to the 
natural inference from his words that a want 
of charity will be found in those who possess 
the spirit of Protestantism—Protestants 
themselves, 

Not in all Ireland, probably, is there an 
edifice so unsuited to such a suggestion as 
Booterstown Roman Catholic ( march for it 
was erected in 1811, at the expense of 
Richard, seventh Viscount Fitzwilliam, 
“who lived and died a Protestant,” at a 
cost of £6,000. Towards the building of my 
arish church of Booterstown, some ten years 
ater, the heir to Viscount Fitzwilliam’'s es- 
tate, George Augustus, Earl of Pembroke, 
contributed the sum of £1,000, so that an 
uncharitable Protestant made provision for 
the spiritual needs of his Roman Catholic 
neighbours before a like kindness was per- 
formed on a smaller scale by his heir for 
the members of his own faith, who were 
obliged to have recourse to St. Mary's 
Church, Donnybrook, for the ministrations of 
religion, Might it not be said, truly, that, 
if Dr. MeQuaid’s hearers registered no silent 
protest against his words, the very stones of 
the sere were crying out? 

The neighbourhood also has its protest to 
make, For the fifty-eight years preceding 
last Christmas the proceeds of our church 
collections on Christmas Day have been used 
to provide coal for the poor of the locality, 
and Roman Catholic poor are regular re- 
cipients of this bounty as well as Protes- 
tants. Some of my parishioners have even 
threatened to withdraw their contributions if 
the rule be not adhered to that poor folk, 
irrespective of their dendmination, shall re- 
ceive benefit. 

Protestant want of charity does not stop 
there. The annual reports of the Blackrock 
District Nursing Association show that the 
churches of Booterstown, All Saints and 
Carysfort devote a special collection yearly 
to the support of a district nurse, whose 
work lies almost wholly among Roman 
Catholics. St, Andrew's Presbyterian church 
‘ines the same, and, in some years, the 
Methodist church; but the appeal of the 
sick poor elicits no response, so far as the 
reports testify, from any church of the com- 
munion in which, according to Dr. McQuaid’s 
pronouncement, the spirit of charity should 
be found, The Protestants of this locality 
are not unique, and their charity, ag éxem- 
plified in this practical way, must be multi- 
plied a thousandfold if we would estimate 
fully what. Protestant charity amounts to 
a gods the length and breadth of this 
land, 

And what of the Dublin Hospital Sunday 
Fund? Since its inception over £260,000 
have been contributed by Protestant congre- 
gations towards the maintenance of institu- 
tions which, with few exceptions, receive 
within their walls at least seventy-five 
per cent. of Roman Catholic patients, That 
this official exhibition of charity does not 
exhaust the private exercise of it by indivi- 
duals many of Dr. MeQuaid’s fellow-Churchi- 
men could testify, and a gracious acknowledg- 
ment of the help received from Protestants 
by the St. Vincent de Paul Society, the very 
society for which Dr. McQuaid was appeal- 
ing, was made a short time ago by a very 
high dignitary of his Church, 

his chronicle of Protestant benefactions 
is not put forward, God knows, for the 
purpose of self-laudation, but merely to give 
force to the query, ‘‘ Why. if the ease he 
so, should we be subjected to such mis- 
representations as -that to which I have 
ventured to take exception?” To wse a 
school-boy expression, ‘‘they make one feel 
tired,” One cannot help wondering why 
Roman Catholic lay people, who in their 
heart of hearts must acknowledge their un- 
fairness, acquiesce in the making of such 
attacks by their spiritual leaders. Js it 
because anv stick is good enough to beat 
us with? The injury that must accrue from 
them to their own communion is greater than 
any that can accrue to ours.—Yours, etc.,

hopeful of better things, I had attempted to 
depict in all its ugliness the uncharitableness 
which deformed the life of my country. So 
much that was good was doomed by the blight 
of a narrow, twisted outlook that had become 
almost a permanent mental malformation— 
like, as the thought struck me, the myopic, 
dead stare of the windows, as if in the Valley 
of the Shadow. There it was! I had my 
title: The Valley of the Squinting Windows! 
No one had ever thought of that before. It 
had come to me on a dark, wet road, just 
beyond a little Midland village. 

t is because of my clear memory of that 
moment that [ have always wondered at the 
double perversion of “the squinting windows 
school of critics.” To think that they had 
fashioned a cudgel out of my own title with 
which to assault me! And they have con- 
tinued to use it not alone upon me, but upon 
a number of others, with a narrowness, an 
ignorance and an uncharitableness which 1 
had fondly hoped in my youth to see sone day 
removed as a curse from Ireland. 

While listening to Father Gannon, it grieved 
me to think that, although I may have suc- 
ceeded as an artist, I have failed as a pro- 
pagandist. For, alas! although it is only a 
memory to me now, I remembered that the 
theme of my story had to do with the evil 
that must follow when a community 1s 
domiated by the condition that ensues when 
truth and charity are no more, and condemns 
upon no evidence but the bent of its own 
mind. And as I heard one after another 
writer condemned upon no evidence (for 
Father Gannon cheerfully acknowledged that 
he had never read a single line of their wor!;s), 
I began to feel that I was responsible, not for 
a “squinting windows school of writers,’’ 
which, indeed, was never my aim either, but, 
all unwittingly, for ‘‘the squinting windows 
school of eritics,’’ and that the last state of 
this thing was worse than the first. A 
melancholy reflection, but there it was. I 
was listening to one of the chief exponents of 
the school. 

However, I present the use of the term 
‘* squinting windows ” to the Irish Academy 
of Letters now, so that in its possible future 
function of correcting and enlarging modern 
English usage in Ireland these two words 
may at last find their true meaning and their

Mr. Cosgrave’s Indictment. 


Mr. Cosgrave’s indictment of the Free 
State Government is so severe that only 
its absolute truth has justified it. We 
can say to-day of President de Valera’s 
Government, Si monumentum requiris, 
circumspice. Five years ago the Free 
State was a prosperous and progres- 
sive Dominion of the British Empire. To- 
day she is virtually an outcast from that 
Empire; and, having exiled herself, she 
has found no other haven. Her greatest 
industry is frozen at the source; her 
trade is toppling to ruin; unemployment 
and hardship stalk her streets and country 
roads. These evils are almost wholly due 
to the folly, vanity and incompetence of 
Mr. de Valera’s Government, -Mr. Cos- 
grave described the rake’s progress in 
damning detail. To force a quarrel on a 
friendly Government, whose friendship 
was vital to the Free State’s welfare, was 
an act of supreme folly. To have made 
not the slightest provision for the in- 
evitable results of the quarrel was a policy 
of supreme incompetence. When the 
mischief was done, Mr. de Valera’s plans 
were found to be futile, and his “ alterna- 
tive markets’’ to be an Alnaschar’s vision. 
Mr. Cosgrave traced tlie processes of 
“neglect, incapacity, lack of statesman- 
ship, want of foresight,”’ through which 
matters have been brought to their pre- 
sent pass, and he indicated the only way 
of escape. “' If the country is to be saved 
from appalling suffering and, perhaps, 
irreparable loss, the people must be rid 
of the present Government.” 

The party machine too often is im- 
permeable to argument; last night it was 
impermeable to the tragedy of a nation. 
Mr. Cosgrave’s motion of censure was 


seventy. For the moment the country 
seems to be as helpless as a ship drifting 
to final doom on a rockbound coast. It is 
possible that, if a general election were 
held to-morrow, Mr. de Valera’s Govern- 
ment would come back to office. The mass 
of his followers are small farmers and 
ardent youth, to whom the burden of 
taxation means nothing. In the Ddil Mr. 
de Valera commands a subservie~t follow- 
ing, and he has attached the Labour I .rty 
to his train. In the Executive Council 
he is an absolute autocrat. His Ministers 
register his decrees, and, if they have their 
misgivings, those misgivings never find 
Nobody will deny that 
Mr. de Valera has remarkable qualities. 
He is endowed with high ideals, und 


public expression. 


he has the courage of his convictions. 
His speech to the Council of the League 
of Nations, which all honest men admired, 
was a case in point. If Mr. de Valera’s 
high qualities were enriched by some of 
the more ordinary gifts of nature, he 
might be a great statesman. It is his 
calamity, and the nation’s calamity, that 
he is not only an inflexible autocrat, but 
an autocrat who is lacking entirely in 
those qualities of humanity, tact and com- 
promise which the conduct of all national 
and international affairs requires. So he 
has made this Procrustean bed of ill-will, 
tariffs and taxation, and the Free State 
ust lie on it. 

The Free State, we fear, must reconcile 
herself to a further tightening of belts on 
already attenuated stomachs. To-day Mr. 
Cosgrave’s motion for the suspension of 
the land annuities will be taken in the 
Dáil. It will be a crucial test, and, if 
the Government % Aige. («a 
Valera’s tenure of office may not be 
challenged effectively in the immediate 
future. In default of such challenge the 
people’s losses and suffering must increase 
—poverty must be deeper, unemployme t 
greater, the farmer’s plight more lament- 
able—before release comes through 
political change. At present the politicians 
are weighing the “ pros’’ against the 
““cons.” Mr. de Valera’s Government 
must go, but which is the better policy— 
to force a general election now, if it can 
be forced, or to wait, at the cost of grow ng 
misery, until all the people have learned 
wisdom from that misery? Thus the 
politicians argue in their cold-blooded 
way, but such argument cannot lighten 
the responsibility of the country’s 
wreckers. Mr. Cosgrave’s motion was 
defeated yesterday by the seven votes of 
the Labour Party, and the unemploye 
workers will find no explanation in M 
Norton's speech. It was a timid an¢ 
embarrassed evasion of the truth tha 
the present Government, with the Labour 
Party’s support, has involved the working 
classes in the direst distress. Everybody 
knows that Mr. Norton and his colleagues 
will disappear at the next general election, 
but at this truly critical time higher 
motives ought to influence their counsels. 
No casuistry can avoid the fact that the 
economic war continues because the Free 
State Labour Party refuses to end it.

Influenced, perhaps, by the approach of 
Christmas, the Director-General of State 
Properties has ordered that the collection 
of toys found in the former royal palace 
at Madrid shall be distributed among the 
children of the city, The decision is at 
once kindly and worthy of an astute states- 
manship. We may doubt whether children 
who are conducted through the State 
apartments.of Russian palaces carry away 
with them the moral which their rulers 
seek to impress. When the little Com- 
munist is shown. a jewelled sword or a 
laced coat he is less likely to muse upon 
their bourgeois associations than to form 
an intense desire to possess something of 
the kind for himself. Spanish children, 
on the other hand, will,participate in the 
benefits of revolution in a manner which 
they can appreciate. The toys which will 
come to them at Christmas will be of a 
costliness beyond the scope of an ordinary 
family, nor cau we believe—since human 
nature is not changed by a mere revolu- 
tion—that their glamour will be less if 
they bear traces of careless treatment at 
the hands of princes. In another respect, 
however, the generous gift is politically 
a shrewd move. Mortality among toys is 
high at Christmas, and in a few months 
most of the royal playthings will have 
been reduced to their component parts. 
Thus the Goverament of ‘Spain will be rid 
of a somewhat embarrassing legacy, and no 
relic will be left in museums to cause 
wistful envy of Vanished play-times at 
the palace. Yet, while we applaud Senor 
Bugeda for his kind thought, we are 
inclined almost to wish that he had taken 
the risk, and had preserved the toys. 
Royal families have great resources in the 
collection of playthings,. and this store 
represents, perhaps, the last great collec- 
tion of toys of the old order. . Most of 
them are connected in some way with 
warfare. In the nurseries of the future 
children will play at international con- 
ferences, and leaden workers will push 
communal tractors across the terrain that 
echoed of old to the thunder of 
cavalry from a cardboard box.

Opera for Britain. 


The subject.of opera in England has 
been a commonplace of the news during 
the past few years. London obtains an 
adequate grand opera season once a year, 
and a couple of hardworked organisa- 
tions have delighted the provinces—though 
with increasing difficulty, caused by lack 
of funds. There have been various efforts 
to provide the whole of Great Britain 
with a company, or series of companies, 
which would bear comparison with any 
of the continental companies; but public 
support has been lacking. Now a new 
attempt is being made, and it offers more 
possibilities of success than were enjoyed 
by its predecessors. The directors of the 
Covent Garden Opera Syndicate an- 
nounce an agreement between the 
Syndicate, the Imperial League of 
Opera, the Old Vic “Theatre, the 
Sadler’s Wells Theatre and the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. These 
institutions will establish a body 
known as the National Opera Council, 
which, in the Syndicate’s words, ‘‘ will 
be mainly an instrument of patronage, 
and will occupy itself with advancing the 
interests of the various opera seasons in 
London and the provinces.’’ Most of the 
money will be raised by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, with assistance 
from the funds of the Imperial League 
and the Council itself. Thus, for the 
first time, it seems that the financial 
difficulty will be overcome. The result 
of the new scheme apparently will bé to 
bring all operatic associations “in Great 
Britain under a common control and to 
raise all to a common high level of pro- 
duction. We hope that the Free State, 
whose enthusiasm for grand opera is 
almost a byword, will enjoy some of the 
benefits of the scheme, if it matures.

A Road Nuisance. 


Every miotorist in Dublin knows to his 
cost the dangers of driving through 
streets where children sit, or even lie, 
in the centre of the roadway, while their 
parents look on complacently from the 
shelter of a door-step. Now a further 
terror has been added to the motorist’s 
lot. Apparently in order to encourage 
the youthful sense of observation—a 
sense, incidentally, which the Dublin 
child enjoys to a very high degree 
—somebody has invented a new game. 
Forsaking the cult of cigarette cards or 
postage stamps, the children of Dublin 
now have started to collect the numbers of 
motor cars. A more dangerous pastime 
cannot be imagined. Children dash out 
from behind omnibuses or bread-vans, with 
complete indifference to their own safety, 
in order to add another number to 
their lists. They will run desperately 
after a motor car in pursuit of their latest 
fad, and, in streets where conditions 
already are highly unsatisfactory, the 
most careful driver finds himself at a 
loss. Parents, and others who have con- 
trol over children, ought to take instant 
steps to check this abuse. If it continues, 
accidents will become inevitable; and, of 
course, the motorist will be blamed, 


popular stupidity. There can be no 
excuse for such a foolish game; and, if 
parents will not look after their children, 
we hope that the Civic Guards will employ 
every means in their power to keep the 
streets clear.

PROCEDURE AND METHODS. 

An examination of the procedure and 
methods adopted by the Government in 
reference to the relations between this 
country and Great Britain disclose on the 
part of the Executive Council inefficiency, 
lack of preparation, want of any clear 
or well-thought out plan, neglect of the 
accepted principles of international 
courtesy, and utter disregard for the real 
interests of this State. In the case of 
disputes or serious differences of opinion 
between individuals or business firms 
ordinary courtesy demands, and normal 
practice requires, that they should com- 
municate to each other the fact of and the 
nature of their disputes and differences, 
and endeavour by personal contact or 
private correspondence to adjust their 
differences. So, too, in international 
relations the ordinary decencies_ olf 
international life demand that dis- 
putes or differences of opinion between 
States shall be communicated and con- 
ducted through the medium of a well- 
settled and well-recognised diplomatic pro- 
cedure. But our Government, who pride 
themselves on, and who take such care to 
advertise, their good manners, their adher- 
ence to international standards, and their 
respect for Christian principles, have 
violated them all most flagrantly, have 
instead of adopting the usual and normal 
international procedure, started last 
March, in a moment of political exalta-

OTTAWAAGREEMENTSIN 
FORCE TO-MORROW.

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‘TS first Order thade by the sage ol 
under the Ottawa Agreements Bill, 
which received the Royal assent last 
night, was issued immediately. 

Clause 1 of the Order directs that the 
provisions of the Act, with certain speci- 
fied exceptions, shall come into vperation 
on the date of the Order. 

Under Section 2 of the new Act the 
general preferences for the British Empire 
in respect of duties imposed under the Im- 
port Duties Act (that is, the general 
ad valorem duty and the additional 
duties) are continued without initerrup- 
tion for the countries of the British Em- 
pire with whom agreements were made 
at Ottawa. This preference would other- 
wise have come to an end yesterday. 

The remaining operations of the Act 
which are brought into force are con- 
cerned with the powers and duties of the 
'‘lreasury and the Board of Trade in 
various contingencies, and do not involve 
aiuy immediate action. 


EXCEPTIONS. 


Clause 2 of the Order provides that 
Section 1 of the Act and the second 
schedule thereto (with certain exceptions), 
and Sections ó and 4 of the Act, shall 
come into operation on Thursday next. 

This means that, with certain excep- 
tions, the new duties set out in the 
various Ottawa agreements, together with 
the preferential rates of duty on Empire 
coffee and the new duty and Empire pre- 
ference on wine, shall all come into force 
as from midnight to-day. 

The duties thus brought into force are 
those covered by the agreements with 
Canada, the Commonwealth of Australia, 
New Zealand, the Union of South Africa, 
and Southern Rhodesia. All these coun- 
tries have already taken steps to give 
effect to the tariff changes agreed upon at 
Ottawa. 

The only countries which have not yet 
taken these steps are India and Newfound- 
land, and, accordingly, the Treasury 
Order makes no provision for the 
bringing into operation as _ yet of 
any parts of the Act which. are re- 
quired solely by the terms of the 
agreements with India and Newfoundland. 
Meanwhile, however, these two countries 
will continue, like other parts of the 
Empire; to enjoy the general imperial 
preferences on imports into the United 
Kingdom under Section 2 of the Act. 

Provision is also made for the postpone- 
ment for the present of the duty on 
copper. 


CANADIAN CATTLE. 


The only other portion of the Act which 
is postponed by the Order is Section 8, 
which deals with the importation of 
Canadian cattle, Further consideration 
is being given to the date on which this 
section is to come into operation. 

The schedule to the Treasury Order 
gives the following classes and descrip-

FOURPENCE PER

EFFECT ON HOME 
MARKET.

AM able to announce on good authority 

that the bounty on turkeys for the 
Christmas market will be fourpence per 
lb. This bounty will probably come into 
operation about the 14th December. 

The amount of the bounty has not yet 
been announced officially. 

While the 40 per cent. tariff in Great 
Britain has caused a temporary slump in 
the price of Free State poultry, it is 
probable that, when the promised bounty 
on turkeys and geese for the export 
Christmas market comes into operation 
there will be a decided recovery. The 
mere reminder that a bounty has been 
promised by the Government should help 
producers to dispose of. their birds to 
advantage on the home market 

At some remote local markets it is re- 
ported that turkeys have been sold at. ód. 
and 4d. per lb., but those who know the 
poultry trade thoroughly say that these 
| are exceptional figures, obtained in all 
probability for birds of poor quality. It 
is not stated whether the prices reported 
are for live or for dead birds, but it is 
likely that the birds were alive, as the 
price of live birds is generally at least 2d. 
per lb. lower than that for dead _ birds. 

When the 20 per cent. tariff was in- 
creased to 40 per cent. there was a dis- 
_ tinct slowing up of supplies in the poultry 
market, and in some centres there were 
large numbers of turkeys and geese on 
offer, and no buyers, while now there is a 
demand for turkeys, with very few: on 
offer. Poultry-keepers are holding back 
in the hope that a substantial bounty for 
the Christmas export trade will recoup 
them for any losses that have been 
sustained. 

During the past few days supplies of 
turkeys have fallen off considerably and 
their yalue has appreciably improved, the 
range being from 8d. to 10d. per Ib.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

Belfast, the city which prides itself 
upon being the brightest gem in the 
Imperial Crown, is going about its busi- 
ness quietly to-day, unperturbed by the 
fact that to-morrow it will be receiving 
for the first time the Heir-apparent to 
the British Throne. 

Belfast folk are not only loyal, but 
rather dour. They are, however, very 
eficient, and nothing has been neglected 
that should have been done to ensure that 
the Prince’s visit will be a success. 

At Stormont the last touches were being 
applied in order that the building might 
be ready for the ceremony, to which the 
Prince will proceed as soon as he arrives 
in the city. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
transport of almost unprecedented crowds, 
which will have to be borne despite the 
difficulties of all street traffic at such a 
time. Over three hundred tramcars will 
be running, and during the time that the 
route between the city centre and Stor- 
mont is open for traffic it will be like an 
unbroken chain of cars for hours at a 
stretch. 

The eyes of the Empire will be on this 
city, where to-morrow has been declared a 
public holiday and is to be given over to 
rejoicing. Trains and steamers are 
bringing thousands of passengers. This 
morning the special contingent of Irish 
Guardsmen, who are to be on duty at 
Stormont, landed at Donegall quay. 


THE DECORATIONS. 

Belfast’s greeting to the Prince will be 
warm, but hardly so spectacular as is in 
the case for a Royal visit. The special 
illuminated tramcar, which was running 
in the streets to-night, decorated by the 
Corporation in brilliant colours, will 
blaze a welcome, and there are twinkling 
fairy lamps over the fronts of some of 
the principal shops. 

The Union Jack floats bravely over the 
pale green dome of the noble City Hall. 
Royal avenue looks truly royal with its 
flags a-flying in the sharp, bracing breeze 
with which Northerners are so familiar. 
Over the shops there are massive crests 
of the Prince’s three white plumes and 
banners bearing a greeting to the Prince, 
whose portrait is displayed in the 
windows. 

Belfast’s shopping centre has become 
colourful without being so over-hung with 
bunting as to become gaudy. Yet in the 
back streets, even those thoroughfares 
along which the Prince will pass as he 
makes what can be confidently described 
as a triumphal tour on his way from the 
landing stage at Donegall quay to the 
new Parliament House at Stormont, there 
is very little of this splendour. 

For hundreds of yards along this two 
miles route, which I traversed this 
morning, I saw little indication that a 
royal procession would to-morrow be 
following the same path, except for the 
stout ‘‘ crush barriers ’’ made with great 
baulks of wood along both sides of the 
road. Belfast is obeying the injunction 
of the Prince, who asked that money 
should not be lavished on decorations. 

I imagine, however, that there is more 
in it than that. It is probably the same 
reason that the Prince must have had 
in mind when he made his request. 
grim spectre of poverty is stalking 
through the streets of Belfast to-day, 
and there is little money to spare for flags 
and bunting, however anxious the poor 
people of the mean streets may he to show 
that loyalty. 

Nevertheless, the citizens not only of 
Belfast, but of the whole of the six coun- 
ties which constitute the political entity 
of Northern Ireland, will assuredly not be 
found wanting when the time comes to 
cheer. The loyalists of Northern Ireland, 
although they may go dourly about their 
business to-day as though nothing un- 
usual were in the wind for to-morrow, wil! 
not under-estimate the importance of an

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occasion which has induced their veteran 
leader, Lord Carson, to venture across 
the Irish Sea, in spite of physical infir- 
mity which will prevent him from taking 
any prominent part in the ceremonial, for 
the first time in many years. 

When they do talk about the visit, in- 
deed, one finds that at the back of their 
minds there is keen regret that the full 
programme which had been originally 
mapped out for him, including the confer- 
ring of the city’s freedom, is not being 
carried out. It is a regret tempered, of 
course, by the knowledge that he will be 
paying a. further visit for that purpose 
next year. 

To-morrow is going to be the brightest 
day in Northern Ireland’s history since 
the visit of the King and Queen eleven 
years ago, when His Majesty opened the 
first Parliament of Northern Ireland. 

The new home of the Northern Legisla- 
ture is a fresh link between Northern 
Ireland and the Empire to which it is so 
proud to belong. It is panelled through- 
out.in Empire wood. It was a gift to the 
people of Northern Ireland from the 
people of Great Britain. Incidentally, it 
was a gift which cost the people of Great 
Britain no less than a million and a 
quarter pounds. 

As I walked through the spacious halls 
and corridors of beautiful white marble 
and softly-toned walnut panels to-day, I 
pictured in imagination the scenes of 
splendour that will be witnessed to-mor- 
row when the Prince is welcomed within 
its walls by two thousand people. 

As the Prince arrives on the broad 
terrace outside the Parliament House he 
will see spread out below him one of the 
most glorious panoramas that Northern 
Ireland can show. Shrouded by a thin 
veil of smoke, the City of Belfast lies 
below in a green valley, with its stacks 
and gantries, bordering upon shining 
waters. As he enters the building he will 
be greeted by five hundred persons, 
gathered in the entrance hall.

AT THE OPENING 
CEREMONY. 

The Prince, wearing the uniform of a 
Colonel in the Irish Guards, will take one 
of the seats on the dais which has been 
arranged on the great staircase which runs 
up from the hall. In a second seat, on his 
left hand, will sit the Duke of Abercorn, 
Governor of Northern Ireland, wearing his 
brilliant State uniform ‘and carrying a 
plumed hat in his hand. On a stand 
before the Prince will be his own private 
microphone. 

Sixteen men of distinction in the public 
life of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
will range themselves on the steps behind 
the Prince, while a band plays the 
National Anthem from the gallery, 
covered with the Union Jack, at the rear 
of the staircase. The ceremony of open- 
ing the newest, and probably the most 
splendid, of the Empire’s Legislatures will 
take place under a ceiling, beautifully 
patterned in red and blue, from which 
hangs one of the two chandeliers that were 
presented by the King, and which 
formerly hung at Windsor Palace. 

It will be a short ceremony, and when 
it is over the Prince will be conducted 
through the corridors of the building and 
into the two legislative chambers—the 
House of Commons, with its gorgeous 
upholstery of red, and the Senate, equally 
beautiful in a colour scheme of blue. 
Everywhere in the corridors and in the 
two “ Houses ”’ seats have been provided 
for visitors who cannot be accommodated 
in the main hall, where the opening cere- 
mony is being performed. 

The City Hall, like Stormont, has been 
humming with industry to-day. When the 
Prince goes there to receive the addresses 
of the various municipal authorities of the 
province, he will find the Grand Hall, with 
its magnificent marble walls and staircase, 
ablaze with flowers. 

Belfast always has been loyal. To- 
morrow it will not fail. 


RECEPTION ARRANGEMENTS. 


The finishing touches to the arrange- 
ments for the visit of His Royal Highness 
have been made, Nothing has been left to 
chance. All arrangements’ have been 
rehearsed several times; Viscount Craig- 
avon himself has taken part in the 
rehearsing of the actual opening ceremony 
at Stormont and the testing of the 
amplifying apparatus, which will carry 
the voice of the Prince of Wales to the 
hundreds of persons assembled in the 
various rooms of the building and to the 
many thousands in the park outside. 

Early this morning the squadron of 
aeroplanes of the Royal Air Force which 
are to escort the Prince from the entrance 
of the River Lagan until he enters the 
Parliament Building at Stormont cruised 
over Belfast and flew along the pro- 
cessional route, afterwards circling the 
city several times before returning to 
their aerodrome at Aldergrove.

GUEST OF THE GOVERNOR. 


His Royal Highness will be the guest of 
the Governor of Northern Ireland, the 
Duke of Abercorn, at Government House, 
Hillsborough, County Down, during his 
stay in Ireland, and the Government has 
arranged a small house party for the 
occasion. The guests at Hillsborough will 
include the Marchioness of Hamilton, 
Lord and Lady Kilmorey, the Home 
Secretary, Sir John Gilmour, and Admiral 
Sir Lionel Halsey, G.C.M.G., G.C.V.O., 
the Prince’s Comptroller and Treasurer, 
with Major John Aird, Equerry, who will 
accompany the Prince. The Governor has 
arranged a private dinner party for to- 
morrow night and only the members of 
the house party and a few. personal 
friends will be present. 

On Thursday, after a long round of 
official visits to leading industrial organi- 
sations, hospitals and other institutions, 
the Prince of Wales will meet members of 
the Northern Ireland Parliament, mem- 
bers of the Judiciary and civic dignitaries 
at another dinner party and reception in 
Government House. His Royal Highness 
will probably visit several civic schemes 
of the Belfast Corporation on Friday 
morning before returning to England. 

The regard of the Prince of Wales for 
men who served in the Great War, and 


who were wounded in giving service to 


their country, is being honoured by many 
Belfast business houses by an increase in 
the interest displayed in the King’s Roll, 
which was established throughout the 
United Kingdom shortly after the War to 
encourage firms to employ men who had 
fought overseas, and I learnt to-day 
that several companies have added their 
names to the Roll during the past few 
days and pledged themselves to give pre- 
ference to ex-Service men when increasing 
their staffs. | 


LORD CARSON, 


There is a sincere regret expressed here 
that Lord Carson will not spend long 
among the people of Northern Ireland. 
He has not visited Ulster since October, 
1926, when he came to Belfast and 
received the honorary degree of LL.D. 
from the Senate of Queen’s University. 
His. retirement from political life some 
years ago has always been lamented by 
the majority of Ulstermen, and they 
would have been glad of an occasion to 
celebrate his return to the scene of his 
early work; but, unfortunately, his poor 
state of health will prevent him from 
attending many public functions. 

In the Parliament Park at Stormont 
there stands an empty concrete plinth. 
It is awaiting the great statue of Lord 
Carson, with his right hand upraised, 
making one of those determined and force- 
ful gestures with which he stressed points 
in his speeches as a politician. It had 
been hoped to have the statue ready for 
the opening of Stormont, but its pre- 
paration was delayed, and the plaster 
cast has only recently been sent to a 
foundry for casting in bronze. 

More than a thousand of the poor of 
the city, who have been thrown idle by 
the slackness of work in the shipyards

PRIMARY AND 
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THE PREPARATORY 
COLLEGES. . 
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PROGRESS OF IRISH 
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HF, annual report of the Irish Free State 
Department of Education was laid 
ore both Houses of the Oireachtas 
yesterday. The statistics contained in it are 
those for the school year 1930-31, but the 
general information given in the body of the 
report is brought up to the latest possible 
date before publication. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The statistics of attendance in primary 
schools indicate a slight decrease in the per- 
centage of attendance for the year ended 
30th June, 1931, as compared with that for 
the previous year, which was the highest yet 
attained. The report’ suggests that the 
abnormally inclement weather during a 
portion of the year 1930-31 probably retarded 
the recovery of children suffering from illness, 
and, consequently, affected adversely attend- 
ance at school. 

The gradual increase in the percentage of 
children in the higher standards—the most 
important educational effect of the School 
Attendance Act—was continued, but it is not 
anticipated that the full effect of the Act 
from this aspect will be. realised for a further 
period of three years. . 

During the financial year 1950-51, grants 
were made amounting to £139,997 for the 
building, enlargement and reconstruction of 
schools. Of this sum £82,652 was for the 
erection of 36 new schools to accommodate 
5,087 children. 

As indicated in the annual report for 1929- 
30, arrangements were then being made under 
which it was hoped that almost all the places 
in the training colleges would in future be 
filled by students who had had the advantage 
of a secondary education. It was noted in 
that report that of those students admitted 
in 1930, about 65 per cent, was derived from 
the preparatory colleges and from the new 
will Aenean system, and that under the 
new arrangements the candidates admitted by 
open competition would be required to pass 
the Leaving Certificate examination of the 
Secondary Schools’ Branch, With the excep- 
tion of a very small number of untrained 
assistants all the students now admitted have 
undergone a secondary school course. 


PREPARATORY COLLEGES. 

The three girls’ colleges situated in the 
Kerry, Tirconaill and Mayo Gaeltacht areas 
are in full operation in new and permanent 
premises, each accommodating 100 students. 
Two of the boys’ colleges—one to be pro- 
vided in the Munster Gaeltacht and the other 
in Connacht—have not vet been erected, but 
these colleges are at present operating m 
temporary premises in Mallow and Dublin. 
A site for the Munster College has been 
acquired, and it is hoped that the erection 
of the building will be commenced at an 
early date. 

The competition at the examination for 
entrance to the preparatory colleges continues 
to be very keen. 


FIOR-GHAELTACHT SCHEMES. 

Reference was made in the previous annual 
report to the dearth of suitable candidates 
from intensely Irish-speaking districts, 
especially the extensive Connacht Gaeltacht, 
and to the steps taken by the Department to 
give the scheme the widest publicity and 
encouraement in these areas. Last. year it 
was decided to modify the regulations for the 
examination and for the scheme generally 
in respect of children from Irish-speaking 
homes in the Fior-Ghaeltacht. This was done 
to ensure the admission of a reasonable 
number of native speakers of Irish each year, 
and to encourage parents and teachers in 


those areas to give their fullest co-operation | 


in making the scheme a success. 

Following these regulations, over 130 candi- 
dates from Connacht—nearly 100 of them 
from the Fior-Ghaeltacht area of Connemara— 
attended for examination, and there were four 
times as many candidates from Connemara 
as there were in the previous year. One 
hundred and forty candidates from [ir- 
conaill—-all from Irish-spe king homes— 
attended the examination at Easter, 1932. 


IRISH IN TRAINING COLLEGES. 
In previous reports reference was made to 
the great extension of Irish as a medium of 
instruction in the training colleges, and it 
is pleasant to be able to record a continued 
improvement in this respect. In the four 
colleges for Catholic students by far the 
greater part of the lectures on the general

. UNIVERSITY SCHOLARSHIPS. 

University scholarships are awarded by the 
Minister for Finance, on the recommendation 
of the Minister for Education. Candidates to 
be eligible must be from the Fior-Ghaeltacht, 
and must, in addition, have passed the Leav- 
ing Certificate examination with honours. 
These scholarships are tenable only at Univer- 
sity College, Galway, unless there is not. pro- 
visa in that college for the course which 
the student is taking. The _ scholar- 
ships are of the value of £110 per 
annum, paid, with the exception of 
£20 which the student receives when the 
scholarshi is. awarded, in instalments, 
through the University authorities, and may 
be renewed for the namber of years reason- 
ably necessary to obtain the degree for which 
the students ig studying. 

Five scholarships were awarded in Septem- 
ber, 1931, under this scheme, The Ulster, 
Munster and Connacht Ghaeltachts were repre- 
sented amongst these candidates. 


TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

In connection with technical education, the 
session 1950-31 was one of transition. Under 
the Act of 1930 Technical Instruction Com- 
mittees were replaced in the late autumn of 
that year by Vocational Education Com- 
mittees. with the fuller powers and duties 
conferred upon them by the Act; but no 
change of importance could be attempted in 
the class arrangements for an educational 
vear which was already well advanced. In 
general, the new committees were taken up 
for the remainder of the session in adjusting 
their procedure to the altered conditions, re- 
newing their activities. investigating the pos- 
sibilities of the Act, planning development, 
particularly with regard to Hse accommo- 
dation, selecting additional staff, and, withal, 
in laying the foundations of the schemes for 
1931-32 

NATIONAL MUSEUM. 

In the Irish Antiquities Division of the 
National Museum, during the year under re- 
view, the staff continued their efforts to pre- 
serve for the national collection all finds of 
antiquarian interest, and it may be claimed 
that the intelligence service all over the 
country is now fairly active and vigilant. The 
Garda Siochana Headquarters, as well as the 
local officers, gave in many cases useful assist- 
ance. The contact with similar institutions 
abroad has been steadily increasing. and the 
number of people at home who communicate 
with the staff about antiquarian matters, ask 
information, etc., is also considerably on the 
increase. Field work has been facilitated by 
the allocation of an annual grant—the first 
since the Museum was created. The library 
of the Division’ benefited from the 
allocation of a capital sum, and of a 
small annual grant for upkeep. The ordinary 
work indoors and research connected with it 
was carried out as thoroughly as possible. 

The number of objects or groups of objects 
acquired by the division in the period covered 
by this report amounted to 730, counting 
several large lots as a unit. This compares 
favourably with the former totals (1927-28, 
732; 1928-29, 598; 1929-30, 554), and a figure 
of 600 to 700 may now be considered the 
probable yearly average until the number of 
acquisitions ‘begins to decrease owing to the 
final exhaustion of the undiscovered archgo- 
logical wealth of the country. The policy of 
acquiring as far as possible, not only the new 
finds, but also other finds which are im 
private hands and liable to loss or decay, 
has been continued, and has resulted in some 
very important acquisitions. 

Of the 730 objects, 79 were given on loan, 
whilst the number acquired by donation 
amourited to 114. This represents an im- 
crease both of donations and loans as com- 
pared with previous years. Out of the total 
of 730 no fewer than 188. or about one-fourth, 
belong to the Irish Folk Collection (illustrat- 
ing rural life, bygone crafts, and appliances of 
farmers, fishermen, etc., becoming or already 
obsolete)—a figure which was never reached 
in any previous year.

POLICY HAS DONE. 


Professor J. M. O'Sullivan, T.D., speaking 
at a meeting of the Central Branch of 
Cumann na nGaedheal in the Shelbourne
